No. 46—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during January, February and March, 1961 


January 


Qeneral—Except for a few brief periods early in the month when ridges of high pressure 
passed across the southern districts, the weather throughout the State in January was governed 
by tropical influences. For the most part these took the form of low-pressure troughs on the 
west coast but during the latter half of the period a tropical cyclone moved down the north-west 
coast, turned inland near Onslow and passed south-eastward to the Bight. 

The distribution south of the tropics in the third week was responsible for prolonged and 
severe heat, particularly in the agricultural districts and south-west. 

A series of severe bush-fires culminated in the worst bush-fire disaster in the State’s history 
when Dwellingup and several nearby villages were wiped out, rendering more than 800 people 
homeless and causing damage estimated to exceed a quarter of a million pounds. 


Rainfall—There were few areas in the State that did not participate in above-average rainfall 
caused by the tropical cyclone which operated during the second half of the month. At many 
stations the average January rainfall was exceeded by several times. 

During the early part of its movement the cyclone remained at sea. Only the coastal sections 
of the tropical divisions were affected until it passed inland near Onslow. Over the next few 
days very heavy falls were received in the De Grey and Fortescue divisions ranging up to ten to 
fourteen inches between Onslow and Mount Florence and three to five inches and more at many 
other stations. 

As the system passed inland towards the Bight it gradually lost intensity and developed 
into a huge rain-bearing depression. It brought light to moderate falls with isolated heavy falls 
to the West Gascoyne and falls exceeding two inches and ranging up to more than five inches 
in the East Gascoyne. 

The South-Eastern district also received falls between two and three inches at many places 
and in the agricultural areas most falls exceeded an inch with totals slightly less in the northern 
and southern parts. ; 


Temperature—Although both day and night temperatures were above normal throughout 
the State in January they each, particularly the maxima, varied over a wide range. In the 
tropics temperatures were seasonal until the extensive cloud cover produced by the cyclone 
reduced maxima 20° to 30° below the normal. 

South of the tropics there were lengthy periods of severe heat during which maxima soared 
20° and more above normal. Collie (112°) and Manjimup (107°) registered their highest tempera- 
tures and Carnamah (114°) equalled its previous highest. 

At Kalgoorlie aerodrome maxima exceeded 100° for nine consecutive days commencing on 
the 16th. Rawlinna, where 117° was registered on the 23rd and 24th, shared with Marble Bar 
the highest reported temperature for the month. 

The lowest minimum for the month—40°—was registered at Bridgetown on the Ist. Although 
Bridgetown normally has a temperature range of 33° in January a maximum of 110° on the 24th 
produced a range of 70°. 


Metropolitan—In Perth the temperature during the month was outstanding. The mean 
temperature—79-2°—was 5-1° higher than normal and the highest of any January. On five 
occasions the temperature exceeded 100° (the peak was 110-3° on the 18th) compared with the 
normal of approximately three occasions every two years. The number of times the maxima 
exceeded 90° was nineteen compared with a normal of nine. The mean minimum was 67-9° 
(4:6° above the normal) and the lowest minimum was 58-4° on the 29th. 

There were 41 points of rain which exceeded the normal by 9 points. 

Fresh winds were experienced on a number of occasions the highest gust being 44 m.p.h. 
from the north-east on the 25th. 


February 


General—Tropical influences were very active during February and storm systems of cyclonic 
intensity formed on six occasions. The first two operated in the vicinity of Cocos Island and 
had no direct effect. on the weather of this State. The third appeared about the middle of the 
month and crossed the coast near Carnarvon. It caused heavy to very heavy rain in the De Grey, 
Fortescue, and Gascoynes and seriously threatened the township of Carnarvon with flood. 


The remaining three occurred during the last week. One operated in the region of Cocos 
Island, the second off the West Kimberley coast, and the third was centred about 300 miles west 
of North West Cape on the last day and was moving toward the west coast. 


In southern parts of the State anticyclones on several occasions produced welcome relief 
from the tropical heat, and southern low-pressure in the third week brought light rain to the 
south-west and south coastal areas. 


Rainfall—The rainfall for the month was above normal throughout the tropics, in the northern 
parts of the West and East Gascoyne divisions, in the western region of the North-Eastern 
divisions and at scattered places in the south-west and south coastal areas. 


There were large surpluses in the North Kimberleys, and in the De Grey and Fortescue the 
rain was two or three times the normal. At Onslow and several other Fortescue centres totals 
were twelve to fourteen times the average for the month. 


The above average falls were due, for the most part, to the cyclone that passed southward 
and crossed the coast just north of Carnarvon, between the 10th and 13th. Heavy to very heavy 
falls of rain occurred in the De Grey and Fortescue divisions, five to seven inches being reported 
from many stations and more than thirteen inches at others. Onslow received 1079 points to 
9 a.m. on the 12th, nearly twice the previous maximum 24 hour total. 


Temperature—Although day temperatures were above normal in the Kimberleys they were 
mainly below normal elsewhere in the tropics. Night readings were above normal in the East 
Kimberley and the Fortescue. 


South of the tropics day and night temperatures were below in the eastern half but were 
above normal in the West Gascoyne, over most of the south-west divisions and along the south 
coast to Eucla. 


Extreme heat prevailed south of the tropics during the first half of the month and, par- 
ticularly around the middle period over the south-western quadrant, when maxima 15° to 18° 
above normal and minima 10° to 15° above normal were experienced. 


However the prevalence of cloud in the Gascoynes and particularly the East Gascoyne about 
this time, caused maxima up to 26° below normal, Later anticyclonic influences brought a cool 
change to the south-west and south coastal areas which reduced temperatures 10° to 12° below 
normal and at places, including Perth, produced the lowest February minimum for more than 
twenty years. 


Metropolitan—Following upon a warm January, Perth experienced another abnormal month 
in which the mean temperature exceeded the average by 3°. On twelve occasions the maximum 
temperature exceeded 90° making a total of forty for the summer season. The five occasions 
on which the temperature exceeded 100° brought the total number of centuries for the summer 
to twelve, one less than the record established in the 1955-1956 season. 


These periods of heat were separated by cooler spells and during one of these, on the 21st, 
the minimum fell to 51-0°, the lowest February minimum since 1938. 


Thirty-two points of rain fell on five days and the highest wind gust was 38 m.p.h. from the 
north-east on the 15th. 
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March 


General—There was a marked change in the weather during March. Although tropical 
influences persisted during the first few days while the north-west cyclone continued its passage 
southward, immediately this and the second system which previously had operated to the west, 
had linked up with the main low-pressure belt to the south, the trough on the coast moved inland 
on the 11th. From then on until the end of the month tropical influences operated mainly in 
the tropical regions and southern anticyclones or southern low-pressure predominated over the 
remainder of the State. 


The tropical cyclone which passed down the West Kimberley coast in late February was 
no less intense than its predecessors. It passed inland near Roebourne early in March and again 
crossed the coast, seaward, south of Carnarvon. Strong winds to gale force and heavy to flood 
rains were associated with its passage, and Onslow in particular was subjected to the full effects 
of the cyclone. 


Its effect in the southern districts was also most marked. The west coast trough to the 
south of the main storm system caused extreme heat, unprecedented at places in the south-west 
coastal areas. Extensive and most severe bush-fires resulted in one township being wiped out. 


Rainfall—Due to the cyclone heavy to very heavy rain was experienced on the West Kim- 
berley coast and in the western De Grey and Fortescue. Onslow received 1229 points in the 
24 hours ending 9 a.m. on the 3rd, the highest 24 hour total ever received at this township, and 
the third 24 hour total around or exceeding ten inches experienced there since the commencement 
of the year. Other heavy 24 hour totals were 758 points at Beagle Bay on the Ist, 846 points 
at Cockatoo Island and 837 points at Vlaming Head on the 3rd. 


Elsewhere in the tropics, falls were light and scattered during the month and only in the 
areas affected by the cyclone did the monthly average rainfall approach or exceed the normal. 


Falls were light and scattered at intervals over the remainder of the State apart from the 
south-west but a well marked southern depression made its appearance on the 27th and brought 
daily falls to most of the south-west during the following week. These brought the monthly 
totals above the average in the central west coastal area and in the south-west corner of the State 
where the March normal at places was exceeded by several times but agricultural falls were light 
and possibly too early to be of value to the farmer. 


Temperature—Except on the coast and in the early part of the month when extensive cloud 
associated with the tropical cyclone reduced temperatures, both maxima and minima were above 
average in the tropics during the month and in the Gascoynes, particularly the East Gascoyne, 
extreme heat prevailed throughout the period. 


South of the tropics there was a period in the third week when cool to moderate conditions 
prevailed but the remainder of the month was mainly above normal temperature both night and 
day. 


When the low-pressure trough lay on the west coast during the first week extreme heat was 
experienced over most of the State from the Gascoynes south and maxima exceeding 110° were 
reported daily and minima 25° and more above the normal were reported from such places as 
Busselton, Donnybrook, Bunbury and Dwellingup. A number of stations during this period 
in this area, recorded the highest maximum ever experienced while at Geraldton on the Ist the 
night temperature did not fall below 90°, followed by a maximum for the day of 112°. 


By contrast the temperature at Bridgetown on the 13th fell to 39°, only a few degrees higher 
than that which might have caused a ground frost. 


Metropolitan—February heat continued into the first week of March when the sixteenth 
century since spring was recorded. The temperature’on the 3rd rose to 105-0°, only 1-4° short 
of the March record. 


The temperature on the whole was above normal with seven days above 90°—twice the 
usual number—and the minimum for the month, on the 20th, no lower than 55-7°. 


Windy conditions prevailed at times and gusts exceeded 40 m.p.h. on a number of occasions, 
the highest being 50 m.p.h. from the east-south-east on the 8th. 


Towards the end of the month a welcome spell of rain assisted local water supplies and raised 
the monthly total to 164 points, more than twice the normal March fall.
